Citizens Loan and Investment Company of Austin, the liayor offered the following

resolution:

VYhereas, on the 19th day of July, 1913, the Citizens Loan and Investment
Company of the City of Austin, Texas, entered into a contract with the City of Austin,
Texas, for the construction of a system of water mnins to and through Travis Helghts
in said City of Austin, Texas, under the terms of which contract, amongst other things,
the said Citizens Loan and Investment Company agreed to deposit with the City of
Austin, Texas, a sum sgqual to one-sixth of the total cost of said water mains and was
to do certain other things as stipulated in said contract, especially guaranteeing a
cexrtain income to the City of Austin from said water mains laid into Travis Heights; and

Whereas, the City of Austin in said contract agreed that when a total hona
fide gross income of 155 of the cost of the construction of said water mains into
Travis Heights was Trealized from the use of sald water mains to said City of Austin
then the guarantees of said Citigzens Loan and Investment Company ihould cease; and

Whereas, snid gross income on the totnl cost of sald mains inte ‘ravis
Heights is now substantially realized,

Now, therefore,

BE IT RHEGOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE QITY OF AUSTIN, 1EXAS:

1, That the guarantees called for in said ocontract be and the same are now
hereby waived and released,

2. That the one-asixth part of the total cost of sald water mains and the
laying of said water mains into Iravis Heights, amounting to $893.65, be and the same
is hereby ordered to be refunded to the said Citizens Loan and Investment Company.

3. That the sum of $893.65 be and the same is hereby appropriated out of the
surplus funds of the Water and Light Department of the City of Austin, ‘iexas, as a
refund to the said Citizens Loan and Investment Company of the City of Austin, Texas,
of the amount deposited by said Citizens Loan and Investment Company as a guarantee
under its contract with the City of Austin, Texas, dated July 19th, 1913,

Councilmen Anthony, Bartholomew, Haynes, and Powell, 5; nays none.
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Counoilman Haynes offered the following resolution:

WVhereas, the operation of the motor truck recently purchased for the use of the

That H, L. Haynes, the Superintendent of said department, be and is heredby
authorized to sell two o0ld mules of the department for the sum of Two Hundred and Fifty
(#250.00) Dollars, the sum offered by lr, John Vear.
